Apollo 15 Nears Moon; 
Water Leak Is Repaired

Houston 
(AP) — The Apollo 15 astro­ 
nauts, their commander a new­ 
ly qualified space plumber, ze­ 
roed in on the moon with a 
brief engine burst today and 
were ready to fire into lunar 
orbit using a new technique 
that will 
require split-second 
manual control. 
The one-second course change 
maneuver at 11:05 a.m. EDT 
nudged the spaceship onto a 
more precise path that will take 
it within 65 miles of the moon’s 
surface later in the day. 
Scott, 
who used a wrench 
Wednesday night to fix a water 
leak in the cabin, reported “ I 
guess you can see it was a nice 
smooth burn,” 
Apollo 15 was 14,294 miles 
from the moon, traveling 2,691 
miles an hour. 
As the astronauts make their 
close approach to the moon, 
they will execute a new engine 
ignition procedure to shoot into 
orbit. 


The new firing procedure is 
necessary to by-pass a short 
circuit that developed in the en­ 
gine system shortly after Scott, 
James B. Irwin and Alfred M. 
Worden 
were 
launched 
from 
Cape Kennedy Monday on their 
moon-landing expedition. 
Astronaut 
Richard Gordon, 
commander of the Apollo 15 
backup crew, worked out the 
technique in a computer-driven 
simulator here and passed up 
instructions 
to 
Apollo 
15 
Wednesday night. 
First trial of the procedure is 
set for 4:05 p.m. EDT today 
when Apollo 15 sweeps behind 
the backside of the moon and 
fires into orbit about 70 miles 
above the surface. 
The short is in one of two 
electrical circuits which the as­ 
tronauts can use to trigger the 
20.500-pound thrust engine on 
their 
command 
ship 
Endea­ 
vour. 
It indicates the firing mecha­ 
nism on «one bank has been 
armed and that the use of a 
computer to fire the engine 
might ignite *it prematurely. 


Agnew Returns From World Tour: 
Continues To Snub Newsmen 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew has 
reported to President Nixon on 
a month-long world tour largely 
overshadowed by a presidential 
aide’s sprint into China. 
What 
Agnew 
had 
to 
say 
wasn’t disclosed. He chose not 
to1 follow the usual pattern of 
briefing 
his 
press 
entourage 
and left newsmen in isolation 
for the last leg of the trip. 
Nixon 
said 
through 
White 
House press secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler he “feels the vice 
president’s trip fulfilled a use­ 
ful purpose at this tim e.” 
Matters of substance 
were 
discussed in a 90-minute Nixon- 
Agnew 
meeting, 
Ziegler told 
newsmen. “ It was not a trip 
taken as a m atter of cosmet­ 
ics.” 
National-security 
adviser 
Henry A. Kissinger, who made 
the historic trip into China for 
a talk with Premier Chou En-lai 
while Agnew was visiting Saudi 
Arabia, was on hand for the 
vice president’s return briefing 
at the White House. Also sitting 
was Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers. 
Agnew’s 
refusal 
to 
brief 
newsmen on the flight back to 
Washington 
Wednesday 
from 
Lisbon was the culmination of 
deteriorating relations between 
Agnew and the press over the 
last two weeks of his 31-day 
trip. 
A series of events, including 
an uncomplimentary account of 
his travels in Newsweek maga­ 
zine, persistent questioning dur­ 
ing a July 17 session with re­ 
porters and the reaction to his 
attack on U.S. black leaders,

They were 219.- 
308 miles from home and 39,028 
miles from the moon. 
When, the spaceship passed 
this invisible line, the moon 
wpn the gravitational tug of 
war and Apollo 15*s speed ac­ 
celerated after slowing to about

m.p.h. when the astronauts loop 
around the moon’s backside. 
Before

tems. They pronounced it in ex­ 
cellent condition to carry them 
to a landing at the base of the 
moon’s tallest mountains, the 
Apennines, at 6:15 p.m.

For 67 hours, they are to ex­ 
plore the surface, driving

the mountains, a deep gorge 
called Hadley Rille, the cra­ 
ters, some of which may be 
volcanic.

Paid Farmers, 
Gov’t Claims

WASHINGTON (AP) — High­ 
er prices paid farmers for key 
products were the main reason 
for a rise in consumer food 
costs last month, the Agricul­ 
ture 
Department reported to­ 
day. 
Cost of a selected “market 
basket” list of food rose 0.7 per 
cent in June, including retail 
price increases for beef, pork, 
frying chickens and fresh fruit. 
But farmers' share of the food 
dollar dropped from the June 
1970 level. 
The farm value of the bas­ 
ket of food rose 1.6 per cent 
from 
May, 
while 
middlemen 
collected 
only 
0.1 
per 
cent 
more, their lowest rise in four 
months. 
Over the 
long haul, 
however, 
rising 
middleman 
costs have been the larger fac­ 
tor in consumer food price in­ 
creases. 
On an annual basis, the en­ 
tire market basket in June cost 
consumers $1,251 for a typical 
household. Of that, farmers got 
$481 and middlemen $770. 
In May the selected list cost 
$1,243, 
of 
which farmers 
re­ 
ceived $473 and. middlemen,, al­ 
lowing 
for 
rounded 
figures, 
$770. 
A. year earlier, the June list 
cost $1,228 and included $480 for 
farmers and $748 for middle­ 
men 
who 
transport, 
process 
and sell the items at retail. 
Thus, farmers in June, while 
contributing most to the one- 
month 
retail 
price 
increase, 
gained only $1 in their share of 
the market basket while mid­ 
dlemen boosted theirs $22 from 
a year earlier. 
Today’s report showed retail 
prices for market-basket foods 
rose 1.9 per cent from a year 
earlier. During the same time, 
farmes averaged only 0.3 per 
cent 
more 
while 
middlemen 
prices 
were 
boosted 
3 
per 
cent—10 times the farm rate. 
Put another way, the June in­ 
creases left farmers with a 38- 
cent share of each consumer 
food dollar, same as in May 
and one cent less than in June 
of last year. 
The analysis was in a month­ 
ly report issued by the Eco­ 
nomic Research Service, start­ 
ed last April to call attention to 
factors involved in retail gro­ 
cery prices.

United States is sending a lot of 
“hungry kids”, pointing toward 
the 1972 Munich Olympics, into 
the track and field competition 
of the sixth Pan American 
Games, opening Friday. 
“For the first time in three 
Pan Am Games, we will have a 
true Olympic nucleus and not a 
track squad we had to beg or 
persuade to organize,” Arthur

Following traditional opening 
ceremonies Friday in the main 
Pascual Guerrero Stadium, the 
six-day track and field com­ 
petition begins Saturday in the 
same arena.

Am village, better knoiyn as 
Claustrophobia Manor, should 
subside Friday when tw'o days 
of inaugural activity culminates 
wdth official opening of the 
games by proclamation of Co­ 
lombian President Misael Pas­ 
trana Borrero. 
The ceremony actually began 
Thursday with arrival (5 p.m., 
EDT) by military escort from 
Palmira, 25 miles north, of the 
Olympic torch kept flaming 
since the 1968 Mexico City 
Olympics. 
The torch was to be placed 
overnight in an urn in Pan 
American Park, adjacent to the 
main stadium.

I hope you never have to go to Mayo 
Clinic in Rochester, Minn., on personal 
business. 
If you do, take the advice of a relative­ 
ly thick-skinned old newsman and stay 
away from the Mayo waxworks'exhibit. 
Among other things, this display in­ 
cludes a horribly realistic reproduction of 
what happens to a farmer’s arm when it 
gets caught in a com picker. 
After you look at it, you tell yourself, 
‘‘I’m going to forget about that because 
I have no intention of ever getting within 
a hundred yards of a corn picker, much 
less try to unclog one while it's in gear." 
It’s pretty much like telling yourself, 
“Thirteen is a bad number. Henceforth 
I won’t think about it." You’ll see 13’s 
everywhere you look. 
The occasion for this non-guide to Min­ 
nesota tourists is Farm Safety Week, 
July 25-31. 
Farming is America’s third most dan­ 
gerous industry and new hazards pop up 
every year. 
For example, there has been a great 
uproar about dangerous herbicides, pesti­ 
cides and insecticides that are being used 
to grow and preserve crops. 
Farm machinery gets more and more 
complex, heavier and more lethal when 
it’s out of control. 
Herds of feeder cattle and other ani­ 
mals get bigger and bigger, multiplying 
the number of hooves to crush the feet 
and other bones of unwary farmers. 
Fanners no longer operate in clusters. 
One man, with an occasional helper, may 
farm 500 acres. If there’s an accident, 
he’s usually a long way from help. If he 
gets drowsy from working 18 hours a day 
in a rain-shortened planting season, 
there’s nobody to order him to bed until 
he’s fit to handle a monstrous diesel 
tractor pulling a disc harrow that could 
macerate a moose. 
The farmer also is exposed to fantas­ 
tically heavy concentrations of airborne 
dust in cleaning silos, storage tanks and 
other storage places. 
The National Safety Council urges 
farmers to wear safety belts while operat­ 
ing tractors, to shut off malfunctioning 
machinery before trying to fix it and to 
garb themselves in metal-reinforced 
shoes and non-splintering, break-resis­ 
tant glasses. 
On the dusty jobs, the safety people 
say, the farmer should equip himself 
with a self-contained breathing appar­ 
atus (SCUBS) just as if he were skin- 
diving. 
The well-protected farmer could end 
up looking like an astronaut, a specialist 
who has a considerably safer occupation.

nation are any criterian. Late reports in­ 
dicate that California has 2.3 million 
people on welfare — nearly 11 per cent 
of the state’s population and 16.4 per 
cent of all those on relief rolls in the na­ 
tion. New York State’s welfare rolls total 
about 1.7 million, of whom more than 
1.1 million are residents of New York 
City.The plight of both California and New 
York State typify a trend in local and 
state governments. Free-handed, politi­ 
cal welfare programs have brought the 
ultimate collision between producers and 
non-producers — and. the politicians are 
caught in the middle. The Governors of 
New York and California, according to 
late news reports, are faced with “dire 
budgetray difficulties’’ and a rebellion 
among taxpayers, An interesting feature 
of the crisis that is overtaking California 
and New York is that it stands as a reve­ 
lation of “counterfeit" liberalism — the 
kind of liberalism that, in years past, has 
carried numerous candidates into office 
on nothing more meritorious than 
promising to give away more of the tax­ 
payer’s money than the opposition.

Army Chaplain Service Is 
celebrating its 196th anniver­ 
sary July 29. It has a distin­ 
guished record. 
Prior to the official adoption 
of the Constitution, the U.S. 
Army Chaplaincy was created 
by an Act of Congress in 1775. 
It was done upon the request 
of General George Washington. 
The word came from the 
French language. Saint Martin 
of Tours was the patron of the 
French King* in the Middle 
Ages. His cloak, called a "cap- 
pella,” was carried into battle 
as a banner. It was kept by a 
man called “cappellani” who al­ 
so tended the religious needs of 
the king. 
Prior to 1920, the chaplaincy 
was not organized as a separate 
branch of the Army. President 
Woodrow Wilson, a Presbyter­ 
ian, named John T. Axton the 
first Chief of Chaplains. Since 
that time, the Army Chief of 
Chaplains has been named by 
the President, with Major Gen­ 
eral Francis L. Sampson cur­ 
rently holding the job. 
Chaplains in the armed for­ 
ces are chosen to represent 
fairly all religious denomina­ 
tions. They are commissioned 
officers, promoted regularly to 
the rank of Colonel or Com­ 
mander. A minister, rabbi or 
priest is attached to most units 
and performs the same duties 
for men in the service as per­ 
formed by their counterparts in 
a congregation. Contrary to po­ 
pular slang belief, they do not 
“punch cards.” 
My personal experiences have 
left me with a high regard for 
the Chaplain Corps in the Arm­ 
ed Forces. They followed us into 
battle, suffering the same dis­ 
comforts as the men. When I 
was commissioned, a Catholic 
friend insisted that I have my 
bars blessed by a Bishop.

Waiting in the rear area near 
Naples, I attended a Catholic 
service given in Latin with Ital­ 
ian altar boys.

After being wounded, a Chap­ 
lain was among the first at my 
bedside in the field hospital. 
Again he was Catholic. The on­ 
ly thing he was able to do was 
to give me the last rites of his 
church. 
On the hospital ship returning 
home, a Chaplain was a patient. 
He had suffered an ulcer and 
was being returned. Our room 
faced a large covered hold, used 
for movies during the week and 
Church services on Sunday. A 
“patient-Chaplain” starting at 
6 a.m. with a Catholic service, 
followed with a Protestant and 
then Jewish service. He called 
on soldiers to help with their 
own faith, and repeated the 
performance for those who had 
missed. 
History is replete with in­ 
stances of brave acts of self- 
sacrifice by Chaplains. Only one 
such is the four who gave up 
their life jackets, and their 
lives, helping the wounded on 
the torpedoed Dorchester. When 
last seen on the sinking ship, 
the Rabbi, Catholic priest and 
two Protestants had their arms 
linked facing their common fate 
together. 
Major General John Owens, 
Adjutant General of the Ind­ 
iana National Guard, informed 
me of a shortage of Chaplains in 
the Guard. It is an opportunity 
for someone in a rewarding 
field of service. 
Prior to Matthew E. Welsh’s

I asked Robert V. Welch if 
he would seek the number 
two spot.

During the Legion Convention, 
Welch held a reception for 
friends. He told them he would 
study the situation and announce 
his future political plans in No­ 
vember. One Democrat at the 
reception said: “There is noth­ 
ing wrong with a Welsh-Welch 
ticket.”

One of them, Tony Curtis, is 
Moore’s costar in “The Per­ 
suaders,” an ABC adventure- 
comedy for the fall t hat 
recently completed 13 months 
of production in England, Scot­ 
land, Wales, France, Spain and 
Italy.

free-swinging 
search for fun “and justice.” 
Moore, the onetime “Saint,” 
plays Lord Brett Sinclair, de­ 
scribed by the network as an 
aristocratic Englishman born 
with a silver spoon in his 
mouth. Moore, the son of a 
London policeman, said, “Ac­ 
tually, I was born with a silver- 
plated spoon in my mouth. 
“I wa$ lucky that I had 
struggles in the beginning or I 
never would have learned any­ 
thing about life,” said Moore, 
who was in New York for a 
britf visit. *T was offered con­ 
tracts by the Rank company 
because I was pretty. If I had 
taken it I would have made one 
picture and been dead after 
that.” 
“The Persuaders” is being 
made by Sir Lew Grade’s Asso­ 
ciated Television in England, 
the same outfit that is produc­ 
ing “Shirley’s World” for ABC. 
It stars Shirley MacLaine, an­ 
other film star making her de­ 
but in television. 
A news release from the Brit­ 
ish company says that Moore 
and Curtis are working in the 
tradition of Clark Gable and 
Spencer Tracy, the friendly an­ 
tagonists of the movie “Boom 
Town.” 
“I suppose you could say we 
are,” Moore said when asked 
about it. “Tony is the one with 
tha short, fat. hairy legs. And 
I’m the one with the big ears.” 
Moore began his film career 
as an animator of training 
films for the British armed 
forces. After service in the 
British Army he gradually 
broke in as an actor and be­ 
sides movies made such series

Kids Need Help 


In Money Cases, 


Says Purdue 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — As im­ 
portant and as complicated as 
money management is for to­ 
day’s families, few individuals 
are 
adequately 
trained 
as 
youngsters for the assumption of 
aduit financial responsibilities, 
says Miss Carolyn Gaddis, E x­ 
tension family economics spe­ 
cialist at Purdue University. 
Recognizing the need for ad­ 
ditional education in the area of 
spending 
and 
saving, 
many 
schools are now offering related 
courses in home economics or 
consumer education. However, 
as helpful as these courses are, 
the home continues to be the 
principal source of a child’s a t­ 
titudes regarding spending and 
saving. Experiences provided in 
the home enable the child to ob­ 
serve and put into practice the 
many ideas he is presented in 
the classroom. 
Parents shape their child’s 
ideas about money by their ac­ 
tions and attitudes expressed in 
his presence, points out Miss 
Gaddis. Talking about money 
and spending may provide an 
excellent 
learning 
experience 
for the child. It would also en­ 
able him to share in planning 
family expenditures. 
Many parents hesitate discus­ 
sing money m atters with their 
child because of two basic mis­ 
conceptions. 1) They feel they 
should protect their child from 
worry — when in fact, many 
young people worry needlessly 
about 
financial 
m atters. 
2) 
They are afraid the child will 
divulge private family business 
— when a child can be trusted 
with a great deal of such in­ 
formation. 
Spending is a family affair, 
so planning for spending or 
budgeting should also be a fam i­ 
ly affair. Parents should take 
the leadership in planning the 
family budget, but everyone in 
the family should be allowed to 
express his needs and wants.

LAFAYETTE, Paoli, a new 
superior 
winter 
barley,

been released by Purdue Uni­

The new variety has been 
evaluated during the last four 
years and is described by its 
breeders as: 
“ ...superior at Lafayette and 
elsewhere for winter hardiness, 
short, stiff straw and yield. It 
is much earlier in maturity than 
the current commercial varities, 
Harrison and Jefferson. Obser­ 
vations at Lafayette indicate it 
is moderately susceptible to leaf 
rust and powdery mildew.” 
Paoli is intended for use where 
the additional winter hardiness 
is important and where early 
maturity is needed for two crops 
per year sequences.

gerous 
to 
human 
beings, 
animals or other plants. 
They said the toxicity of the 
spray is “less than aspirin.” 
The experts pointed out that 
the aerial spray is made from 
derivitives of sulphur, zinc and 
maganese—lMi pounds in 4 gal­ 
lons of water per acre. 
They added that pilots of the 
planes are especially licensed 
for crop dusting and spraying 
and have to meet rigid FAA 
standards.

BANGKOK (AP) — Narcotics 
agents from Thailand, 'South. 
Vietnam and the United States 
in their first combined oper­ 
ation have cracked a major her­ 
oin ring supplying American 
soldiers in Vietnam. 
They seized 97 pounds of pure 
heroin—one of the largest hauls 
ever in Asia—and 660 pounds of 
smoking 
opium. 
The 
cache, 
which had a wholesale value in 
Saigon of $4 million, originated 
in Burma and Laos and is now 
in the hands of the Saigon po­ 
lice. 
Two South Vietnamese sailors 
were 
among the 25 
persons 
seized in a round-the-clock op­ 
eration that had agents pounc­ 
ing in Saigon, in a Vietnamese 
fishing village and on an off­ 
shore island in the Gulf of Thai­ 
land. 
The seizure took place Sun­ 
day and Monday and was dis­ 
closed in Bangkok by Gen.. Nit- 
yz Bhanumas, secretary-gener­ 
al of the Thai Narcotics Board.

100.000 Men 
Facing Draft 
Next 12 Months

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec­ 
retary of Defense Melvin R, 
Laird said Tuesday the govern­ 
ment would have to draft about 
100.000 men during the next 12 
months, 
indicating a 16 per 
cent cut in the current monthly 
rate of draft calls. 
This would average out to 
about 8,300 men a month if the 
100.000 
figure 
was 
projected 
over the next 12-month period. 
This represents almost a 2,000- 
man-per-month 
reduction 
in 
Laird's 
prediction 
last 
April 
that draft calls for the remain­ 
der of 1971 would run around 
10.000 a month. 
The defense chief indicated at 
that time the final draft figure 
for 1971 
would total around 
142,000. That would be about 
21.500 below last year and the 
lowest total since 1964, the year 
before the big Vietnam buildup. 
In the first six months of this 
year, 88',000 young' men have 
been called up for duty. The 
Pentagon has issued a call for 
16.000 more in July and August 
but inductions have been held 
up by a congressional deadlock 
on renewal of the draft author­ 
ity which expired June 30. 
Laird said Friday the govern­ 
ment might use its authority to 
draft men 
whose deferments 
have expired if Congress fails 
to act by September. 
The 100,000 figure used by 
Laird Tuesday in addressing 
delegates to the American Le­ 
gion Boys’ Nation would fall 
within the terms of the Senate 
draft bill limiting to 130,000 the 
number of men who can be In­ 
ducted in the first year of the 
two-year extension.
